UstENTY-FlVE  FALL  CROP  STATES 


An  estimated  205.3  million  cwt.  of  potatoes  for  all  uses  were  in  storage  in  the  fall 
producing  areas  on  DecorfDer  1,  1977.  This  was  2 percent  above  a year  eailier  and  10  per- 
cent more  than  1975. 

The  regional  breakdown  is  as  follows:  The  eight  eastern  States  had  34.9  million  cwt. 
in  storage— up  7 percent  from  a year  earlier.  Paine's  stocks  of  23.3  million  cwt.  compare 
with  20.6  million  cwt.  in  1976.  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  recorded  stocks  below  last  year's 
level.  Stocks  in  the  eight  central  States  totaled  45.4  million  cwt. — 26  percent  above  last 
year.  Stocks  were  larger  in  all  the  central  States  except  Indiana  and  Ohio.  The  eight 
western  States  had  125.1  million  cwt.  in  storage — down  6 percent  from  1976  due  to  signi- 
ficant reductions  in  Oregon  and  Washington.  Stocks  in  Idkho  V7ere  recorded  at  67.5  million 
cwt, — unchanged  from  last  year. 

Disappearance  of  the  1977  fall  crop  to  Deceniber  1,'1977  was  93.8  million  cwt.  (ex- 
cluding Nevada) --a  decrease  of  6 percent  from  last  year. 

The  quantity  of  potatoes  processed  to  December  1 in  the  seven  major  States  amounted 
to  36.5  million  cwt. — 6 percent  less  than  last  year. 

STORAGE  QUALITY 


Due  to  the  extranely  wet  conditions  during  potato  harvest  in  the  northeast  region  of 
the  U.  S.  , there  is  major  concern  about  the  condition  of  potatoes  in  storage  in  this  area. 

In  Maine,  growers  are  reporting  higher  than  usual  shrink  and  grading  losses  with 
some  breakdown  in  storages.  Storage  problems  are  due  primarily  to  xvater  rot  and  blight. 
Potatoes  going  into  storage  on  Long  Island,  New  York  during  the  rainy  period  have  some 
quality  problems.  Continued  rainfall  during  most  of  Upstate  Ne^v  York's  harvest  period  re- 
sulted in  substantial  loss  of  the  potato  crop.  Nearly  7,000  acres  were  abandoned  and  a 
portion  of  the  crop  went  into  storage  wet.  Shrinkage  is  expected  to  be  high.  The  storage 
condition  of  stocks  in  Pennsylvania  are  good  to  variable  for  table  stock.  Storage  problems 
are  being  reported  for  the  chipping  stocks — especially  in  the  western  areas  of  the  State. 

In  Michigan,  many  tubers  were  left  in  saturated  fields  for  an  extended  period  of  time  and 
suffered  deterioration.  A frost  during  this  period  also  increased  damage.  Grading  losses 
are  expected  to  be  higher  than  normal  this  season.

This  is  15.1  million  cwt.  (8  percent)  above  the  183.3  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier 
and  is  10.7  million  cwt.  (6  percent)  above  1974. 

Stocks  in  the  eight  eastern  States  on  December  1,  1976  totaled  31.7  million  cwt. , 
down  1 percent  from  the  32.1  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier.  Maine's  stocks  of  20.6 
million  cwt.  compare  with  21.4  million  on  hand  December  1,  1975. 

Stocks  in  the  eight  central  States  totaled  36.5  million  cwt. — 5 percent  above  the 
34.7  million  on  hand  a year  earlier.  Stocks  were  lower  in  North  Dakota  but  higher  in 
Minnesota  and  Wisconsin. 


Decoiber  1 stocks  in  the  eight  western  States  totaled  130 . 2 million  cwt . — up  13 . 7 
million  cwt.  (12  percent)  from  the  116.5  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  ago.  Stocks  were  up 
significantly  in  Idaho,  Oregon  and  Washington. 

Disappearance  of  the  1976  fall  crop  to  December  1,  1976  totaled  99.1  million  cwt. 
(excluding  Nevada) — 12  percent  above  the  88.6  million  cwt.  moved  during  the  comparable 
period  a year  earlier. 

The  quantity  of  potatoes  processed  to  December  1,  1976  in  seven  major  States  totaled 
39.6  million  cwt. — an  increase  of  8.1  million  or  26  percent  frcm  the  quantity  processed 
in  the  conparable  period  a year  earlier.

For  the  eight  central  States,  stocks  totaled  6.7  million  cwt. — a decline  of  4.7  million 
cwt.  (42  percent)  from  the  11.4  million  on  hand  April  1,  1975. 

In  the  eight  western  States,  April  1,  1976  stocks  totaled  51.9  million  cwt. — 5 percent 

above  the  49.5  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier.  Idaho  stocks  at  33.0  million  cwt.

In  the  eight  central  States,  stocks  totaled  13.7  million  cwt.,  23  percent  less  than 
the  18.0  million  cwt.  on  hand  for  the  comparable  date  a year  earlier.  Combined  stocks  in 
North  Dakota  and  Minnesota  totaled  9.1  million  cwt.,  down  3.6  million  or  28  percent  from 
a year  ago. 


Stocks  in  the  eight  western  States  on  March  1,  1976,  totaled  70.5  million  cwt.,  8 per- 
cent or  5.5  million  cwt.  above  the  65.0  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier.  Most  of  the 
increased  stocks  were  in  Oregon  (up  2.4  million)  and  Washington  (up  212  million) . 

Disappearance  from  the  1975  fall  crop  to  March  1,  1976,  totaled  168.7  million  cwt. 
(excluding  Nevada),  down  7 percent  from  the  181.4  million  cwt.  moved  during  the  comparable 
period  a year  earlier. 

The  accumulated  quantity  of  potatoes  processed  in  the  seven  major  States  to  March  1, 
1976  from  the  1975  crop  totaled  59.5  million  cwt.,  a decline  of  13  percent  from  the  68.2 
million  cwt.  processed  during  the  comparable  period  a year  earlier.

800,000  cwt.  of  potatoes  on  April  1 — the  same  amount 
as  on  April  1,  1974  according  to  the  Montana  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service. 

Since  harvest,  950,000  cwt.  have  been  taken  out  of  storage — up  144  percent  from  a year 
ago.  April  1 potato  stocks  represent  46  percent  of  the  1.75  million  cwt.  produced  in  1974 

This  will  be  the  final  potato  stocks  report  for  1974  crop  potatoes.

Stocks  of  potatoes  for  all  uses  held  in  storage  by  growers,  local  dealers  and  pro- 
cessors in  the  fall  production  areas  totaled  72.7  million  cwt.  on  April  1,  1975  according 
to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  was  16.8  million  cwt.  (30  percent)  more  than  the  55.9 
million  cwt.  on  hand  April  1 a year  ago  and  25  percent  more  than  April  1,  1973  U.  S. 
potato  stocks. 

In  the  eight  eastern  States,  April  1,  1975  supplies  totaled  15.0  million  cwt. — 42  per 
cent  or  4.4  million  cwt.  above  the  10.6  million  on  hand  a year  earlier.  Maine  stocks  of 
13.0  million  cwt.  are  up  40  percent  from  the  9.3  million  on  hand  a year  earlier  and  are 
14  percent  above  April  1,  1973  stocks. 


Current  stocks  of  10.7  million  cwt.  in  the  eight  central  States  were  up  41  percent 
from  the  April  1,  1974  stocks  of  7.6  million  cwt.  Combined  stocks  in  North  Dakota  and 
Minnesota  at  8.0  million  cwt.  are  up  45  percent  from  year  earlier  levels. 


For  the  eight  western  States  April  1,  1975  stocks  totaled  47.0  million  cwt. — 26  per- 
cent more  than  the  37.3  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier.  Idaho  stocks  at  30.3  million 
cwt.  were  4.3  million  cwt.  above  last  year  and  Washington  stocks  at  8.9  million  cwt.  were 
3.4  million  cwt.  more  than  a year  ago. 

Total  disappearance  to  April  1,  1975  totaled  211.8  million  cwt.  (excluding  Nevada) — 7 
percent  more  than  the  198.0  million  cwt.  moved  during  the  comparable  period  a year  earlier

March  1 — down  8 percent  from  the  previous  year  according

toes produced  in  1974,  650,000  cwt.  have  been  removed  from  storage  since  harvest — 150 
percent  more  than  a year  earlier.

Stocks  of  potatoes  for  all  uses  held  in  storage  by  growers,  local  dealers  and  pro- 
cessors in  the  fall  production  areas  totaled  a record  102.3  million  cvjt.  on  March  1,  1975. 
This  was  21.1  million  cwt.  (26  percent)  more  than  the  81.2  million  cwt.  on  hand  March  1, 
1974  and  4 percent  above  the  previous  record  March  1 stocks  of  1972. 

For  the  eight  eastern  States,  March  1,  1975  stocks  totaled  21.6  million  cwt. — up  40 
percent  from  the  15.5  million  on  hand  a year  earlier. 

Stocks  in  the  eight  central  States  on  March  1,  1975  totaled  17.8  million  cwt. — 28 
percent  above  the  14.0  million  cwt.  in  storage  a year  earlier.  In  the  Red  River  Valley 
of  North  Dakota  and  Minnesota,  quality  remains  variable  with  "cull-out"  running  well 
above  average. 

— 22  percent  more 
than  the  51.5  million  on  hand  a year  earlier.  In  most  areas,  quality  of  remaining  stocks 
in  storage  remains  average  or  better. 

Disappearance  from  the  1974  fall  crop  to  March  1,  1975  totaled  182.3  million  cwt. 
(excluding  Nevada) — 6 percent  more  than  the  172.7  million  cwt.  moved  during  the  comparable 
period  a year  earlier. 

The  accumulated  quantity  of  potatoes  processed  in  seven  major  States  to  March  1,  1975 
from  the  1974  crop  totaled  67.8  million  cwt.— 2 percent  below  the  69.1  million  cwt.  pro- 
cessed for  the  comparable  period  a year  earlier.

Stocks  in  the  eight  eastern  States  on  January  1,  1975  totaled  36.2  million  cwt. — 43 
percent  more  than  the  25.3  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier.  Maine  potatoes  being 
marketed  during  December  had  a substantially  higher  percentage  that  failed  to  meet  U.S. 
No.  1 standards  than  a year  ago  and  average,  primarily  as  a result  of  bruising  and  frost 
damage  during  harvest. 

For  the  eight  central  States  January  1,  1975  potato  stocks  of  35.1  million  cwt.  were 
25  percent  above  the  28.0  million  cwt.  a year  earlier.  Quality  of  potatoes  in  Wisconsin, 
Ohio  and  the  Red  River  Valley  of  North  Dakota  and  Minnesota  is  highly  variable. 

Stocks  in  the  eight  western  States  totaled  90.5  million  cwt. — 13  percent  above  the 
80.3  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier. 

Disappearance  from  the  1974  fall  crop  to  January  1,  1975  totaled  122.8  million  cwt. 
(excluding  Nevada) — 2 percent  more  than  the  120.3  million  cwt.  moved  in  the  comparable 
period  a year  earlier. 

The  accumulated  quantity  of  potatoes  processed  in  seven  major  States  to  January  1, 
1975  from  the  1974  crop  totaled  49.4  million  cwt. — an  increase  of  3 percent  from  the  48.1 
million  cwt.  processed  for  the  comparable  period  a year  earlier.

potatoes  in  storage  on  December  1 — up  14  percent  from  a year  earlier 
according  to  the  Montana  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service.  Potatoes  in  storage  in 
Montana  represent  91  percent  of  the  1974  potato  crop.

Stocks  of  Irish  potatoes  for  all  uses  held  in  storage  by  growers,  local  dealers  and 
processors  in  the  fall  production  areas  totaled  a record  187.4  million  cwt.  on  December  1, 
1974.  This  was  29.6  million  cwt.  (19  percent)  more  than  the  157.8  million  cwt.  on  hand  a 
year  earlier  and  above  the  previous  record  of  176.3  million  in  1971. 

The  eight  eastern  States*  December  1 potato  stocks  of  42.4  million  cwt.  were  40  per- 
cent above  the  30.3  million  on  hand  a year  earlier.  Stocks  were  up  in  all  States.  Maine's 
stocks  of  29.5  million  cwt.  compare  with  21.3  million  a year  earlier. 


Stocks  in  the  eight  central  States  totaled  42.6  million  cw't . — 24  percent  greater  than 
the  34.5  million  on  hand  a year  earlier.  Significant  frost  damage  occurred  to  potatoes 
during  harvest  in  North  Dakota,  Minnesota,  Wisconsin  and  Ohio.  Shrink  and  loss  for  potatoes 
remaining  in  storage  is  expected  to  be  above  normal. 

December  1 stocks  in  the  eight  western  States  totaled  102.4  million  cwt. — a 10  percent 
increase  from  the  93.1  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier. 

Disappearance  by  December  1 from  the  1974  fall  production  was  100.3  million  cwt. — 4 
percent  more  than  the  96.1  million  cwt,  disappearance  by  the  same  date  a year  ago. 


The  quantities  of  potatoes  processed  to  December  1,  1974  in  seven  major  States  totaled 
41.7  million  cwt.,  representing  an  increase  of  10  percent  from  the  37.8  million  processed

For  the  eight  Western  States,  April  1,  1974  stocks  totaled  34.6  million  cwt.— 8 per- 
cent less  than  the  37.6  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier.  April  1 stocks  levels  were 
below  a year  earlier  in  all  Western  States  except  Washington  and  Oregon.  Idaho  stocks 
at  23.5  million  cwt.  were  3,5  million  cwt.  belox^  last  year,  while  Washington  stocks  at  5.5 
million  cwt.  were  1.3  million  ci>7t.  more  than  a year  ago. 

Disappearance  to  April  1,  1974  from  the  1973  fall  crop  production  of  252.0  million 
cwt.  was  199.1  million  cwt.  Comparable  disappearance  from  the  1972  production  was  190.7 
million  cwt .

Disappearance  to  March  1 from  the  1973  fall  crop  of  252.0  million  cwt.  was  174.4 
million  cwt.  Comparable  disappearance  from  the  1972  production  totaled  165.5  million 
cwt.  and  from  the  1971  crop  totaled  168.2  million.  Usage  of  potatoes  for  processing  from 
the  1973  crops  to  March  1,  1974  in  Mair.e,  Idaho,  Washington,  Oregon,  Michigan,  Minnesota, 
and  North  Dakota  totaled  68.8  million  cwt. — up  10  percent  from  the  62.4  million  cwt.  used 
for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.

POTATO  STOCKS  DOWN  13  PERCENT:  January  1 storage  stocks  of  Irish  potatoes  in  Montana 

totaled  1,310,000  cwt. — down  13  percent  from  a year  ear- 
lier according  to  the  Montana  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service.  The  current  stocks 
account  for  90  percent  of  the  1973  Montana  potato  crop  of  1,462,000  cwt. 

Disappearance  as  of  January  1 since  harvest  is  an  estimated  152,000  cwt.,  a one 
percent  increase  from  the  previous  year. 

TWENTY-FOUR  FALL  CROP  STATES 


Storage  stocks  of  Irish  potatoes  for  all  uses  held  by  growers,  local  dealers,  and 
processors  in  fall  production  areas  totaled  128.9  million  cwt.  on  January  1,  1974,  This 
is  4 percent  less  than  the  134.3  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier  and  22.5  million 
cwt.  less  than  the  151.4  million  cwt.  on  hand  January  1,  1972. 

Stocks  in  the  eight  Eastern  States  on  January  1,  1974  totaled  24.6  million  cwt. — 12 
percent  less  than  the  28.0  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier.  New  England  stocks 
18.9  million  cwt.  were  below  a year  ago  by  3.9  million  cwt.  or  17  percent.  Supplies  in 
Upstate  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  were  above  year-earlier  levels. 

For  the  eight  Central  States,  January  1,  potato  stocks  of  27.2  million  cwt.  were  one 

percent  less  than  the  27.6  million  cwt.  a year  earlier.  North  Dakota  stocks  of  10.6  mil- 

lion cwt.  are  up  7 percent  and  compare  with  9.9  million  cwt.  a year  ago.  Declines  from 
a year  ago  were  recorded  for  Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  Michigan  and  Ohio. 

Stocks  in  the  eight  Western  States  totaled  77.1  million  cwt. — 2 percent  less  than 
the  78.8  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier.  Idaho  stocks  of  46.0  million  were  6 percent 
less  than  a year  earlier  at  49.0  million,  while  Washington,  with  15.6  million  this  year 
was  16  percent  more  than  a year  ago  at  13.4  million  cwt.  Stocks  in  Oregon  and  Utah  were 
above  a year  ago,. while  remaining  States  were  lower. 

Disappearance  from  the  1973  fall  crop  production  of  252.0  million  cwt.  to  January  1, 

1974  totaled  123.1  million  cwt. — 8 percent  more  than  the  114.5  million  cwt.  removed  in 

the  comparable  period  a year  earlier. 

Use  of  potatoes  for  processing  from  the  1973  crops,  through  December  1973  in  Idaho, 
Maine,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  Oregon  and  Washington  totaled  48.0  million  cwt. 
compared  with  42.1  million  cwt.  for  the  corresponding  period  a year  ago.

Storage  stocks  of  Irish  potatoes  for  all  uses  by  growers,  local  dealers,  and  pro- 
cessors in  fall  production  areas  totaled  154.6  million  cwt.  on  December  1,  1973  according 
to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  was  3.8  million  cwt.,  2 percent,  less  than  the  158.4 
million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier  and  21.7  million  cwt.,  14' percent,  less  than  the 
176.3  million  cwt.  on  December  1,  1971. 

Stocks  in  the  eight  eastern  States  totaled  30.2  million  cwt.,  10  percent  less  than 
the  33.6  million  on  hand  a year  earlier.  Maine's  stocks  of  21.3  million  cwt.  trailed  a 
year  ago  by  4.0  million  cwt.  or  16  percent.  Supplies  in  Upstate  New  York  and  Pennsylvania 
were  up  sharply  from  December  1,  1972. 

6ight  central  States'  December  1 potato  stocks  of  34.0  million  cwt.  were  1 percent 
less  than  the  34.4  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier.  North  Dakota,  with  13.0  million 
cwt.,  showed  an  increase  of  1.0  million  cwt.  while  Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  and  Michigan  had 
fewer  potatoes  on  hand  than  a year  ago. 

December  1 stocks  in  the  eight  western  States  totaled  90.5  million  cwt.,  virtually 
unchanged  from  a year  earlier.  Idaho's  stocks  of  53.0  million  cwt.  compare  with  55.0 
cwt.  for  December  1,  19  72.  Washington's  stocks,  at  18.6  million  cwt.,  were  up 
18  percent.  Oregon  and  Utah  also  showed  increases  while  all  other  States  were  below  a 
year  earlier. 

Disappearance  by  December  1 from  the  1973  fall  production  of  252.0  million  cwt.  was 
97.4  million  cwt.,  8 percent  more  than  the  90.4  million  cwt.  marketed  by  the  same  date  a 
year  ago. 

About  37.5  million  cwt.  of  potatoes  were  used  for  processing  in  Maine,  Idaho,  Washing- 
ton, Michigan,  Minnesota,  and  North  Dakota,  11  percent  more  than  the  33.7  million  cwt.

Stocks  in  the  eight  Eastern  States  are  estimated  at  11.9  million  cwt.;  Maine  storages 
alone  held  10.8  million  cwt. 

For  the  eight  Central  States,  April  1 stocks  are  estimated  at  8.1  million  cwt.  These 
include  North  Dakota  stocks  of  3.3  million  cwt.,  Minnesota  2.4  million,  Michigan  1.1  mil- 
lion, and  Wisconsin  1.0  million  cwt. 

April  1 supplies  in  the  eight  Western  States  are  placed  at  37.4  million  cwt.,  with 
27.0  million  cwt.  of  the  total  in  Idaho.  Washington  stocks  are  estimated  at  4.2  million, 
Oregon  2.2  million,  Colorado  1.9  million,  and  California  1.3  million  cwt. 

Disappearance  from  the  1972  fall  crop  of  234.1  million  cwt.,  from  harvest  to  April  1, 
1973  was  176.6  million  cwt.  Disappearance  during  March  was  25.5  million  cwt.  In  February 
1973  disappearance  totaled  23.6  million  and  in  January,  26.2  million  cwt. 

Processing  usage  of  potatoes  from  the  1972  crop  to  April  1,  1973  in  Maine,  Idaho, 
Washington,  Oregon,  Michigan,  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota  totaled  71.8  million  cwt.,  compared 
with  71.2  million  cwt.  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.

Supplies  this  year  are  16  percent  less  than  the 
98.5  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier  and  14  percent  less  than  96.8  million  cwt.  on 
hand  March  1,  1971. 

In  the  eight  Western  States,  supplies  totaled  51.8  million  cwt.,  1 percent  less  than 
the  52.5  million  on  hand  a year  earlier,  Idaho  with  35.0  million  cwt.  was  slightly  above 
the  year-earlier  level  of  34.5  million  cwt.  Other  States  with  somewhat  larger  stocks  this 
year  than  last  were  Montana,  Wyoming  and  Oregon.  Washington  supplies  totaling  7.1  million 
cwt.  were  5 percent  less  than  the  7.5  million  of  a year  earlier.  Stocks  in  Colorado  and 
California  were  also  less  than  last  year. 

Disappearance  to  March  1,  1973  from  the  1972  fall  potato  crop  was  151.1  million  cwt. 
Disappearance  for  the  comparable  period  from  the  1971  production  was  155.3  million  cwt. 
and  for  the  1970  crop  was  156.7  million  cwt. 

Processing  usage  of  potatoes  from  the  1972  crop  to  March  1,  1973  in  Maine,  Idaho, 
Washington,  Oregon,  Michigan,  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota  totaled  61.3  million  cwt.  compared 
with  59.6  million  cwt.  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.

POTATO  STOCKS  UP  18  PERCENT:  Montana  potato  stocks  totaled  1,A75,000  cwt.  on  January  1, 

up  18  percent  from  a year  earlier  according  to  the  Montana 
Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service.  The  current  stocks  accouxit  for  89  percent  of  the 
1,650,000  cwt.  produced  in  Montana  in  1972— the  same  percentage  as  a year  ago. 

Disappearance  since  harvest  as  of  January  1 is  estimated  at  175,000  cwt.- — 14  per- 
cent higher  than  a year  earlier. 

TWENTY- FOUR  FALL  CROP  STATES 


STOCKS  DOWN:  Storage  stocks  of  Irish  potatoes  for  all  uses  held  by  growers,  local 

dealers,  and  processors  in  fall  production  areas  totaled  132.8  million  cwt 
on  January  1,  1973,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  is  12  percent,  18.6 
million  cwt.,  less  than  the  151,4  million  cwt.  on  hand  a year  earlier  for  all  uses  and 
17,2  million  cwt.  less  than  the  150,0  million  cwt.  on  hand  January  1,  1971. 

Stocks  in  the  eight  Western  States  totaled  78.7  million  cwt.,  i percent  less  than 
the  79.3  million  cv7t.  of  a year  earlier.  Idaho  stocks  of  49.5  million  were  slightly 
higher  than  a year  earlier  at  49.0  million,  while  Washington,  with  13,4  million  this 
year,  was  slightly  less  than  a year  ago  at  13,5  million.  Stocks  were  less  than  a year 
earlier  in  Colorado,  Oregon  and  California. 

Disappearance  from  the  1972  fall  crop  production  of  234.1  million  cwt.  to  the 
January  1,  1973  stocks  level  totaled  101.3  million  cwt.,  slightly  less  than  the  102.4 
million  cwt.  for  the  comparable  period  a year  earlier. 

Sales  of  fall  potatoes  for  all  purposes — including  fresh  market,  processing,  seed, 
and  livestock  feed — -generally  account  for  about  88  percent  of  the  fall  crop  with  the 
balance  used  on  farms  where  grown  or  lost  through  shrinkage  and  waste.

POTATO  STOCKS  UP : Potato  stocks  in  Montana  totaled  1,525,000  cwt.  on  December  1 according 

to  the  Montana  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service.  The  1972  potato 
stocks  figure  is  up  17  percent  from  last  year’s  total  of  1,300,000  cwt. 

PRODUCTION  UP  18  PERCENT;  Potato  growers  in  Montana  produced  an  estimated  1,650,000  cwt. 

this  year,  an  18  percent  increase  from  last  year.  The  increase 
in  production  came  from  an  increase  in  yield — the  number  of  acres  harvested  this  year, 
7,500  acres,  was  300  acres  less  than  last  year.  The  average  yield  this  year  V7as  a record 
high  220  cwt.  per  acre. 

Disappearance  since  harvest  on  December  1 was  125,000  cwt.  up  20  percent  from  last 

year. 


TWENTY-FOUR  FALL  CROP  STATES 


STOCKS  DOWN;  Growers,  local  dealers  and  processors  in  the  fall  crop  States  held  an  esti- 
mated 156.9  million  cwt.  of  Irish  potatoes  on  December  1,  1972.  This  is 
11  percent  below  last  year's  total  of  176,3  million  cwt.  of  potato  stocks. 

In  the  eight  western  States,  potato  stocks  on  December  1 totaled  90.3  million  cwt., 
down  2 percent  from  a year  earlier.  Stocks  were  above  last  year  in  Montana,  Wyoming  and 
Utah,  but  were  below  last  year  in  Colorado,  Washington,  Oregon,  and  California.  Potato 
stocks  in  Idaho  were  equal  to  last  year. 

PRODUCTION  DOWN:  Production  in  the  24  fall  States  totaled  234.1  million  cwt.,  down  8 per- 
cent from  last  year's  production  of  253.8  cwt.  Disappearance  of  this 
production  on  December  1 amounted  to  77,2  million  cwt. 

DISPOSITION ; Sales  of  fall  potatoes  for  all  purposes—including  fresh  market,  processing, 
seed,  and  livestock  feed — generally  account  for  about  88  percent  of  the  fall 
crop  production  with  the  balance  of  the  production  used  on  farms  where  grown  or  lost 
through  shrinkage  and  waste.
